FARMERSJMEETING 

Held at the Court House Yesterday 
AftemeoB Wu a Tery laterest- 
lif Md iDstraetlve Oie. 

The meeting of the farmers of Ma- 
son oounty, held in the Court House 
on yesterday afternoon was a very 

successful one, a large number of men 
being present. The meeting was com- 
poacU of farmers from all sections of 
the county which was very gratifying 
to those present, as it was a Very rep- 
resentative meeting of the farmers. 

Hon. Stanley Reed, presided over 
meeting. .Mr. Reed first introduced 
Dr. Kred Muchler, head of the State 
Extension Service at Lexington, Ky. 

Dr: Mutcbler'a address was divided 
into eight different topioa, which were 
as follows: 

1. City people should make back 
yard and vacant lots grow as many 
vegetables as possible. 2. Karniers 
should not plunge into truck crops but 
should produce staples. 3. Every 
farmer should have a good home gar- 
den. 4. Special attention should be 
given tlio farm jioultrj- yard. 5. Win- 
ter wlii'at crop is alioiit one bushel 
short for eacl^ person In the United 
States. Every field that can be har- 
vested should be allowed to stand for 
the reaper. No wheat should be turn- 
ed under. 6. Farmers sliDiild save 
seed for crops for next season no mat- 
ter liow high privoa are. 7. l.ive stock 
should be given strong attention dur- 
ing the year. 8. A normal or a large 
crop of tobacco will pay the farmer 
well but all kinds of food, livestock 
and feed will pay equally as well 

Mr. .Miitchler especially empliasizeil 
Ihe last point. He saiil lliiil it was 
pairlotic duty of every farmer to grow 
a normal crop of necessities rather 
than a large crop of luxuries. He 
closed by stating that not only were

COST OF BAD ROADS TO FABMIBS 



American farmers have begun to figure the matter of roads a 
little differently than in former years. When the good roads move- 
ment was ill its infancy, they used to ask tiiciiisclvcs. ''IIdw iiiiicn 
will good roads cost iiie.'" Thanks to the intelligent propaganda 
of daily and country papers, as well as other agoncies, farmers arc 
now asking themselves, "How much are bad roads costinir me .' ' 

According to government experts, the east of hauling a ton ot 
farm prodtice n mile varies from seventeen cents, in localities where 
fairly hard m'a\cl loads exist, to tiiirty-live cents per ton in parl- 
of the country where the roads are in bad condition. On the other 
hand, in those Kuropean eounti-ies whore hard roads prevail, the cost 
is as low as nine cents per ton per mile. The departiiieiit of agricul- 
ture has estimated that the total hauling expense to American farm- 
ers for a year is approxinnitely !)i.')(K),fl()fl,00O. And every dollar comes 
from the farmer's pocket, for he is the one great producer who ean 
not add tlic haulage expense to his wares, for the prices he gets on a 
delivery basis. 

If every farmer would take pencil and paper; figure the amount 
;n tons of tlie produce ;iii(l slock he markets a yciir: multiply it by 
the nuud)er of miles lie must haul to nmrket ; multiply the total by 
twenty-five, which is about the average haula<ie cost per ton per mile, 
and then consider that lie cdiild save nearly lialf of lliis aiiimiiit e\ - 
ery year it he had an improved road all I lie way to his market, he 
would become an earnest good roads worker.
